similar adjoining lands ir, making up 
the capital account of the railroads. 


Repeal of tho guarantee clause of 


the transportation act, restoration to 
the state railroad commission or full 
powers as of date 
when 
railroads 


were taken over by the United States 
government, 
but 
retention by the 


commission of control of movement 
of empty cars in interstate business, 
were urged. 


ADVERSE FOOD BALANCE. 


The United States is approaching a 


condition of adverse food balance and 
must decide whether 
to retain 
a 


proper 
ratio 
between 
agriculture 


and industry or permit the latter to 
take a dominant lead at the expense 
of the former, Dr. E. D. Ball, director 
of scientific work of the department 
of agriculture, declared in an address 
before the conference. The nation's 
balance between 
the two fields of 


endeavor will be lost, he warned, un- 
less the tendency toward industrial 
dominance "is made .one of the major 
problems for national consideration'." 


SUPERIOR KNOWLEDGE. 


If American agriculture Is to suc- 


ceed 
In competition with the skill, 


natural resources, and cheaper labor 
of other countries, "we must depend 
on our 
superior 
knowledge," Ray- 


mond A. Pearson, president of the 
Iowa state 
college of agriculture 


and mechanical arts, told the dele- 
gates in a plea for increased agri- 
cultural research. 


New methods for reducing cost of 


production, the better distribution of 
farm products and better methods of' 
marketing are sorely needed at this 
time, 
he said, 
adding that "such 


methods will help to reduce the cost 
of living."

10 CENT FARE IN GALESBURG. 
The street car'fare in Galesburg 


Is ten cents cash fare, ten tickets for 
seventy-five cents and the fare is a 
subject of bitter comment but even 
that did fiot prevent the owners of 
a majority of the frontage on which 
the street car lines are to run from 
signing the petition for the granting 
ot the franchise with the release of 
the company from street paving bur- 
dens. 


In Champaign the street car fare Is 


seven cents and the franchise Ques- 
tion "is up there as It Is In Decatur. 


BOTH McKINLEY COMPANIES. 
Both the Champaign and the Gales- 


burg companies are "McKlnley lines" 
in the same sense that the Decatur 
line is. 


In Champaign those who are work- 


ing on the franchise are placing a 
provision In It that the fare shall be 
five cents unless otherwise ordered 
by tha state, thus putting the initia- 
tive for a higher fare on the com- 
pany. 


"The fare will start at five cents," 


said the commissioner who was talk- 
ing about the paving provision. "If 
th» company gets more it must first 
show the need of the higher fare 
to the state commission. The basic 
fare is to be the nickel."

people understand. Many know that 
a. high blood pressure often means 
Brigrht's disease or hardening of the 
arteries, but few know that a low 
blood pressure Is often an indication 
of nome serious ailment, too. 


The blood pressure of a baby un- 


der one year is about 70. It rises a 
few points each year and reaches 100 
*t about 10 years. 


There are .some who have a low 


blood pressure as a normal condition. 
Such are In a state of hypnotension. 


In tuberculosis blood pressure Is 


low. Those with great experience 
»ay that a low blood pressure Is an 
early symptom of tuberculosis and 
that often the pressure rises and not 
until it rises Is the disease arrested. 
Farther, they say that tuberculosis 
Is prone to develop in people with 
low pressure and that It rarely de- 
velops In those with high pressure. 


In typhoid lever blood pressure is 


low. It falls a little each week. This 
tendency Is especially noted in those 
•who are going into the typhoid state 
—the stage of Io-,v muttering,

To put In another way, the govern- 
ment could better afford to pay the 
soldiers two billion dollars three 
years from now than one billion dol- 
lars now. 


The best Informed persons tell me 


that the project of paying the bonus 
out of receipts from our European 
debtors is sheer nonsense. There Is 
not the faintest prospect of getting 
any cash payment that amounts to 
anything 
out of these 
European 


countries In the near future. In the 
operation of refunding these Euro- 
pean debts, we shall be able to get 
a different and better form of se- 
curity, and otherwise manage things 
to our advantage, but no well In-
